THE.POPE’S WISHES. 


Me Favors the Election of a Car- 
dinal Whe is Not an Italian. 


Catholic circles were deeply in- 
terested in a report from Rome that 
Pope Leo had seriously considered the 
propriety of advising the next con- 
clave to be held in France. Also that 
he was in favor of the Cardinals at- 


tending to the session, electing to the 
office, when it is made vacant by his 
death, a Frenchman or a Cardinal 
of some nationality other than Italian. 

These resolutions of the Pope are 
said to be the result of the long con- 
flict waged by the civil authorities of 
Rome against the Church. It was 
said that two years ago, in 1889, be 
endeavored to perfect an agreement 
with Prince Monaco, by which the 
Vatican could be removed from Rome 
and located on the latters domain. 

Pope Leo is now 81 years old, and 
Mis said that the fact that his life 

t soon end has caused him to 
make known his wishes regarding his 
successor. 

His exact ideas on the subject will 
be made known at the approaching 
election of a head of the Dominican 
Order, which will take place in the 
latter partof this month, The Do- 
minican Order is one of the oldest in 
the Church, and one of the most 
powerful.

A Moscow Mechanic Who Ferreted Out 
Nihilist Plots.

He was, says the 
Albany Press, a merchant in Moscow in 
i877. und was engaged as a special con- 
stable when the Emperor Alexander 
visited that city to witness the opening 
of the Alexander hospital. Lenz heard, 
or Glaimed tohave heard, a conversation 
between two women indicating the ex- 
istende of a plot agaimt the czar.” He 
hurried with bis information to the pre- 
fect of police, and the two women were 
tracked and taken into custody. 

One of them proved to be a valuable 

prisoner, although there was nothing of 
a dangerous character found in their 
possession when arrested. Lenz was fre- 
quently called upon for service in trac- 
ing alleged conspiracies, and did his 
work so satisfactorily that he was en- 
gaged as a regular employe, and grad- 
nally promoted to be chief of the detec- 
tives of the secret police. , 
Jo Lenz was date the detection of So 
phia Grunsburg, the young woman put 
to death a few months ago for being en- 
gaged in a nihilist plot. He is said t. 
have no scruples in his methods, and in 
one case, that of Maria Spiranti, he 
courted the woman a full year as a 
lover, and at length pretended to go 
through the marriage ceremony in order 
to win her confidence. 

He got her confidence and also a batch 
of nihilist revelations that undoubtedly 
placed in the hands of the Russian po- 
lice the key to the whole system of 
nihiliem in Russia and abroad as it ex- 
isted two yéars ago.

Experiments in Vivisection. 

In England licenses to experiment 
upon living animals are grudgingly 
granted, and ouly to persons recom- 
mended by bigh scientific authority. A 
strict record of all experiments in vivi- 
section is kept, and reported annually 
to parliamen& The latest of these re- 
ports shows Guring 1890, 2,102 experi- 
ments by 110 persons. In 920 cases 
the patient suffered no pain, being 
kept in a condition of perfect an- 
esthesia, while in 887 @akes the pain 
endured was only that caused by W by- 
podermic injection. The government 
inspector reported that he had not 
found a single animal which seemed to 
be in bodily pain. The subjects under 
investigation included tubereulosis, can- 
cer, diphtheria; pneumonia, tetanus, 
rabies, circulation, respiration, nerve 
action, the effect of various poisons 
and narcotics, the development of bac- 
teria, ete.
